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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method of 
providing an adhesive having concentration of collagen therein between 300 and 800 
mg/ml, derivatizing the collagen with a COO" (carboxyl) functional group, and 
gelatinizing the collagen by applying heat, as set forth by the applicant. U.S. Patent No. 
6,495,127 Bl to Wallace et al. discloses derivatizing collagen with various functional 
groups [see Figures 1 1-14], but does not discloses derivatizing collagen with a carboxyl 
functional group. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
